KEEPING FAITH WITH INDIA 

Premier MacDonald says the collapse 
of the round table conference will not halt 
the process of establishing a federal gov- 
ernmental system in India. That as a mat- 
ter of course. Having undertaken to in- 
troduce a system of self-government, 
which the Indians can develop as they ac- 
quire the capacity to exercise it, faith is to 
be kept with them, despite Gandhi's at- 
tempt to discredit and block the plan. 

That will not be good news for the Ma- 
hatma, Nothing would serve his purpose 
better than that the British Government 
should drop the scheme, and thus provide 
him with fresh “evidence” of its faithless- 
ness and tyranny. His zeal to reproduce 
in India the conditions of the nether re- 
gions will no doubt be sharpened by the 
disappointment of his very evident hope to 
defeat the project, since giving India the 
framework of a constitutional system will 
go some way to deflate his prestige and 
discredit his extremist propaganda. 


NO CROP: NO BONUS 


Delegates at the annual meeting of the 
Wheat Pool in Calgary asked the Domin- 
ion Government to broaden the bonus 
scheme so as to include farmers who 
sowed wheat last spring but had no crop 


to harvest. They suggested that the bonus 
should be paid to cropless farmers on the 
basis of twenty bushels to the acre, giving 
to each sower a minimum of one dollar 
bonus money for each acre sown. 

That should have been the arrange- 
ment in the first place. It would be only 
tardy justice to widen the scope of the 
plan now and (o give this measure of as- 
sistance to those who sowed but did not 
reap. There is no discoverable reason why 
a grower whose crop was hailed out or 
dried out should get nothing, while a 
neighbor who has a crop to sell is also 
given a government subsidy. 

If the grower who reaped a crop needs 
the five cent bonus, and he does, surely 
the one who was denied a crop needs the 
bonus even more. And since « very large 
proportion of the growers whose crops 
failed will have to be supported by the 
state in one way or another, it would be 
better to give them part of the assistance 
as bonus money than to charge it all up 
against them as relief. , 

“To him that hath shall be given” the 
five cent bonus is sound public policy at 
present prices; but it is not good business 
or good reasoning to penalize the grower 
who tried to raise a crop but was beaten 
by the weather. 

THE WABASH 

The Wabash railway has gone into re- 
ceivership. This is one of the large and 
important railway systems in the eastern 
United States, and one of the oldest. Its 
trains for many years operated over Grand 
Trunk lines across the southern peninsula 
of Ontario, giving a service notable alike 
for speed and excellence. 

What has befallen it is typical of the 
loss of business and revenue that has been 
the common experience of United States 
railways in recent years, as of railways 
in Canada. But while Canadian railways 
operate largely through territory that is 
sparsely settled and partially developed, 
the Wabash served one of the most dense- 
ly peopled, thoroughly developed and weal- 
thiest sections of the United States—-and 
of Canada. 

The slowing down of business during 
the last two years, and the fall in freight 
traffic, would of course have been a hard 
blow to the railways of both countries in 
any event. But at the moment the blow 
began to be felt the motor truck and the 
motor bus also came upon the scene, and 
their influence is naturally the stronger 
in sections where population is most dense 
and short haul traffic most plentiful. 

If Canadian railways have suffered 
from this competition fo a degree that 
imperils their future, so have their United 
States contemporaries. The railway prob- 
Jem is not exclusively a Canadian problem 
by any means. It is equally a conundrum 
that will have to be solved by our neigh- 
bors. In both countries a continuance of 
the present trend of things means for rail- 
ways fe" lly the fate that has overtaken 
the Wabash.

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THE SURPLUSSES ARE DWINDLING 

he director of economics of R. G. Dun 
and company, in a message to creditmen, 
says: “Barly business statements indi- 
cate lower inventories, receivables and lia- 
bilities than for any time during the past 
ten years. It is reasonable to conclude 
that January statements will show the 
best liquid condition since 1921. ‘This is 
an essential forerunner of business re- 
covery. . 

This was written with particular refer- 
ence to the United States. But conditions 
in Canada are in many respects compar- 
able, and more or less so throughout the 
vorld. The depression was in part brought 
about by the accumulation of huge sur- 
plusses of commodities of many kinds. 
The world markets were glutted with 
things people did not want or could not 
pay for. Whether the trouble was that 
the things were not wanted or that they 
could not be paid for, the result was the 
same. Sales ceased, and production had 
to slow down. 

There have been two years of dimin- 
ished and diminishing production. But the 
consumption of necessities has been going 
on, though at a reduced rate, while lux- 
uries have been slaughtered at bargain 
counter prices. That the surplusses have 
been melting must be supposed, while re- 
tail stocks lave been cut down and kept 
down to the minimum. 

The output of manufactured goods has 
been only a fraction of former years. 
Lumbering and mining have been mark- 
ing time. There has been a readjustment 
of farm practice with a view to lessening 
the world surplus of wheat. The curtail- 
ment of supply has been actively compet- 
ing with the curtailment of demand. 

We must by this time be nearing the 
point where reduced surplusses invite a 
renewal of production in larger volume. 
This may not come with a rush, and can- 
not come with uniformity in all branches 
of industry. But every industry that 
takes on more men or lengthens the work- 
ing week will create a new marltet for the 
products of otker industries. The New 


Year may, and likely will, see a definite 
turn toward increasing production, larger 
buying and better times.

Answer: Leukoderma of cireum- 
seribed areas on certain parts of the 
sk'n is caused by a lack of normal 
pigmentat'on. In your case the trou- 
ble would probably be termed vit ligo, 
as ieukoderma Is usually a congenital 
disorder. The exact cause of pigment- 
ation is not known, but it is believed 
to be produced by a tox'c substance 
in the blood which dissolves the p'g- 
ment when the nerve endings 
have been sufficiently irritated, 1 be- 
Neve that the treatment with the oi! 
of Bergamot and the ultra-violet ray 
on the spots would be of benefit. A 
cloth cut with a hole the s’ze and 
shape of the affected areas so that 
the tanning would be concentrated 
upon the part where there is a light 
color may be used. I believe that an 
acid fruit fast would be helpful in {m- 
proving the condition of the blood.

Scrofula 


Question: Y. D. D. asks: “What ts 
scrofula and why do we seldom hear 
of it these days? TI have not heard 
| of it becoming extinct.” 

Answer: Scrofula is a rather old- 
fasioned term which was used to de- 
note tuberculosis of the lymphatic 
glands and sometimes of the bone 
and joint surfaces, sometimes accom- 
panied by suppurating abscesses and 
fistulous passages, the inflamed parts 
often undergoing a cheesy degenera- 
tion.
